Dr. Kwrout's SALARY 
as Drrecror and SURGEON-IN-CHIEF WAS $2,000.00 PER YEAR AND THE ANNUAL 
REPORT SAYS THAT HE TURNED BACK TO THE TREASURER MORE THAN THIS AMOUNT 
IN MEDICAL AND SURGICAL FEES HE RECEIVED. OursrpE or Dr. KnircxT's 
SALARY THE ENTIRE PAYROLL FOR THE YEAR AMOUNTED TO $879.77 on $73.51 PER 
MONTH. ANOTHER ITEM‘ON THE STATEMENT LISTED $29.65 FOR STATIONERY AND
